From this number should he deducted 
300 recaptured Africans; which would leave 
3,704 free blacks and emancipated slaves, 
lie American Colonization Society has sent 
o Liberia in twenty two years; averaging 
168 a year, a much less number than 
added to the slave population every day.— 
The Territory of Libetia i» about three hun¬ 
dred miles in length, and'from ten to forty 
miles in width. It is occupied by four dis- 

_colonies; viz: Monrovia, Bsssa Cove, 

Greenville, and Maryland, settled by fuur 
societies. The total number of emigrants 
io these four colunies is about 5,000 ; and 
ihe number of the surviving colonists and 
their descendants now residing in Liberia is 
not far from 4,000. There are also about 
fifteen hundred tta'ives under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the colony.

This reminds one of the “ Virginia Land 
Claims.” During the revolutionary war 
■ hat State promised large grants of land to 
officers from that state. The land was af¬ 
terwards ceded to the United Slates, and 
ilte claims, certified by the stale authori¬ 
ties, came before Congress. These certifi¬ 
ed claims have been granted, if we recol¬ 
lect right, to nearly twice the number of of¬ 
ficers from that state ever engaged in the 
war; and whether iho number is thereby di¬ 
minished at all, does not appear. 


This too, is Mr. Gurley’s apology for slavery, 
With whom the Journal lias fallen in lore. But 
what is the amount of it. Simply this—the 
slaveholder dares not get off the breast of the 
•lave, lest the slate should gel up and be a'M.d.V. 
He dares not love his neighbor as himself lest 
he should be as himself. He fears he shall have 
to yield his pride. This has lieen precisely the 
language of hardened despotism from Phara- 
°h to this day. 

Probably the progress of liberty would place 
the ballot ultimately in the hands of the eman¬ 
cipated slave, as it is doing in the free states,but 
Weeee not how a true lover of human liberty 
could offer that as atty excuse for the continu¬ 
ance -of slavery, or regard it as a “formidable 
obstacle* to emancipation.

DEATH OF DR. CHANNING. 

Letters were received in this city yester¬ 
day, announcing the decease of William 
Ellery Channing, D. D. late Pastor of the 
Federal street Congregation in Bostott.- 
This eminent man died at Bennington, Vt. 

Sunday last. His age was about sixty- 
three. 

Dr. Channing was born at Newport II. I. 
His grandfather was William Ellery, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. His father was an eminent merchant 
of Newport of the firm of Gibhs & Chan¬ 
ting. Hi< grandfather retained the powei 
■f his mind to an extreme old age, being ac¬ 
customed to read one or more chapters

Of the Dr’s father we are not particularly 
informed ; but Dr. C. himself, though for 
many years an invalid, was; in early life, 
quite vigorous. Though small in stature, 
and pos.-essitig a light frame, he had mus¬ 
cular strength, and in college was consider¬ 
ed an athletic young man. He was also one 
of the leading spirits in his class. During a 
part of his collegiate course, his friends ex¬ 
pected that he would, on taking his degree 
pursue the study of medicine ; but his atten¬ 
tion was turned to the ministry by the Hollis 
Professor of Divinity in Harvard College, 
where Dr. C. graduated. At Commence¬ 
ment when he look the degree of A. B. he 
had a distinguished part, and was then look¬ 
ed upon by competent judges, as one of the 
most promising young men of the day. Soon 
after he went to Virginia, where he resided 
some time, we believe as a teacher. Here 
he was supposed, by exposure or neglect of 
his health, to have undermined his consti¬ 
tution. He never fully recovered the robust 
nate of health which he had previously en-

The talk of the Edinburgh Review, at an 
early period, that Dr. C. “ touched lofiy 
keys, but with no very great force,” was not 
echoed by the numerous readers and admir¬ 
ers of his writings. Dr. C.’s publication on 
he subject of American slarery have ai- 
racted no little attention throughout this 
country and Europe. He belonged to no 
Anti-Slavery Society—he even doubted the 
wisdom ol these associations—but he was 
uncompromising enemy to Slavery, and 
thought, spoke and wrote accordingly. One 
of the latest, if not last public performance ol 
Dr. C., was on the first of August, the an¬ 
niversary of the emancipation in the British 
West West Indies, when he delivered a dis¬ 
course in Berkshire county, Mas?. A re¬ 
port of it was published in the Evening Post 
aud attracted the admiration even of those 
who do not espouse the cause in behalf of 
which Dr. C. directed so much labor and 
■ympathy. 

Dr. C. was s man of great independence 
of mind. He was nerer swayed by popular 
applause lo do an act which his principles 
condemned. He paid no respect to nten on 
account of their wealth or office. He honor¬ 
ed moral worth wherever he found 
sermons on the paternal character of God. 

the loveliness ol the example of Jesus 
Christ, on the evidences ol Christianity, aud 
on political and moral integrity, are admira¬ 
ble, He spoke out, in intelligent terms, on 
conjugal infidelity, and licentiousness. In 
the pulpit his gravity and solemnity exceed¬ 
ed that of most preachers, and many who 
boast of more correct theological principles, 
light have taken useful lessons from him, 
ot only in the pulpit, but in all his social 
circles. In all circumstances, his feelings 
ider great self-command. On one 
occasion, at a dinner party, where a distin¬ 
guished Orthodox clergyman overstepped 
the boundaries of propriety, Dr. C. remarked 
to the person near him, “ A strange 
that.” On another occasion, when tit 
dieiice were greatly affected by the elo¬ 
quence nl a distinguished preacher, a pro¬ 
fessional brother whose feelings were easily 
excited, expressed astonishment that Dr. C. 
appeared to be so little moved. ‘ My tears,’ 
said Dr. C., “are not so near my eyes as 
yours are.” 

Dr. C. had great contempt for ephermeral 
popularity, for office-hunting, for the airs 
often assumed by upstart aristocrats, lor the 
tricks and compliances of politicians. What 
was worthy of estemm and veneration in 
jn, whether they were rich or poor, white 
colored, he reverenced, and could look 
down upon arrogance, folly and the unprin¬ 
cipled, with pity and virtuous indignation. 
His elocution, as has been intimated, was 
peculiar—his eloquence unlike that of any 
other man. 

Dr. C. was the poor man’s friend and ad¬ 
vocate. He prized the principles of our 
government, but was chiefly anxious that 
tlie people should bs righteous, rather than 
prosperous. He loved the cause of Peace, 
arid by his tongue and pen did all he could 
to avert the calamities of war. In fine, how¬ 
ever much men might dislike his theological 
opinions; no one w ho knew him could fail 
to prize his purity of bliaracter, his inflexi¬ 
ble integrity, his lofty purposes, bis literary 
taste, his eloquence, and his able discuss¬ 
ions. His death is a great loss, not only to 
his family, but to the city where he resided, 
to the country which give him birth, to the 
cause of letters aud freedom throughout the 
world.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN PORTLAND! 

Last Wednesday night, onr city was a deene I 
of the most melancholy and disastrous fire tlint 
has visited it for many years. It broke out 
about half past ten, in the cabinet shop of Mr. 
Geo. C'ark, Congress street, and raged with n 
fury which baffled all attempts of our noble 
and energetic. Fire Department to subdue it, 
until an area of three acres, previously cover¬ 
ed with valuable buildings presented nothing 
but a mouldering heap of ruins! .Mr Clark’s 
loss is estimated at 82,000.

From this point 
the fire passed along Brown street in a south¬ 
erly and easterly direction as far as Free street | 
reducing every building on it to a heap of | 
ruins. "Among the valuable dwelliag bouses 
destroyed in the latter street, we name those 
of W ro. Willis, Esq.; C. S. Davies, and the 
late Jacob Knight. It is not known how the 
fire caught. 

Tbe value of ail the property destroyed is 
roughly estimated at irom 830,000 to 840,000.

Battle of Rhode Island. 

In the summer of 1778, the British 
possession of the beautiful island of I 
Rhode Island, in the Narrnganset Bay from 
hicli (he Stale takes it name. The com- 
land of this place gave them a fine oppor¬ 
tunity to procure provisions for themselves 
ind lor that portion of their army, which at 
that time )iad possession of New York; 
as well as to hurrass the continent ad¬ 
joining. Thetr forces were about 6,000. 

General Washington and the Flench ad¬ 
miral, Count D’Esiaing, at length, deter¬ 
mined to make a combined attack upon 
them, bolh by land and water. Several reg¬ 
iments of the army, and a considerable 
number of New England militia, which 
were drafted for this purpose, the whole 
amounting to 10,000 men, were placed un¬ 
der ihetcummanci ot General Sullivan.— 
Accordingly, they assembled at Provi¬ 
dence. 

lathe mean lime D’Esiaing, with his 
fleet, had arrived before Newport, which 
inted on the south western part oflhe 
island, and General Sullivan and he, had 
contrived a plan of attack. The army em¬ 
barked at Providence, and crossed 
the north end of the island to proceed 
against the enemy; but just at ' 

British fleet, under Lord Howe, appeared 
sight, when the Count D’Estaing put to 
a to attack them; but failed lo bring 
them to an action. D’Estaing returned to 
Newport, after two days, hat much Jo the 
disappointment of General Sullivan, sailed 
for Boston, Compelled, as he said, to do so, 
in order to refit his ships, which had been 
injured in a storm. 

General Sullivan had already begun the 
seige of Newport, but the militia were so 
| much discouraged by the departure of the 
Heel, and de-erted in such numbers as left 
him hut 5000 troops, and he found it ne- 
ces-ary to raise the siege. On the night of 
the 2Gih of August, tho troops left their 
works before Newport, and retired silent¬ 
ly toward the northern end of the island.— 
They were pursued by the British, and al¬ 
locked next morning; when a sharp con¬ 
test ensued. But the Americans kept 
their ground, and the next day the enemy 
showed no disposition to renew the attack. 

I he British lost 260 men; the loss of the 
Americans w ts 211. The British waited 
for a reinforcement from New York, but 
j the day before it arrived, General Sullivan 
j had pa-sed over to the main land so quick- 
j ly and secretly, that before Ihe British sus- 
j peeled his movements, lhe island was evac¬ 
uated. The battle was fought Aw 
I 1775.

I do not 
think the physician has more occasion foi 
research than the .farmer; the proper food 
of vegetables and animals will alone con¬ 
stitute a wide and lasting field of investiga¬ 
tion. The daily journal of a farmer is a 
source of much interest to himself aud oth- 
The record ofhis labors, the express- 
sion of his hopes, the nature of his feats, 
the opinions ol his neighbors, the result ol 
his experiments, the entire sum total ofhis 
operations, will prove a deep source of 
pleasure to any thinking man. If the 
establishment of agricultural societies, and 
the cattle shows in our country should have 
the effect of stimulating one farmer in ev¬ 
ery town to manage his land and stock up¬ 
on the best principles of husbandry; there 
would be a vvonderful and speedy alteration 
in the products of the earth, because com¬ 
parison would force itself upon his friends 
and neighbors; and his example would be 
certainly beneficial, for prejudice itself will 
give away to profit.— Ckoute’s Oration be¬ 
fore the American Institute.
